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RENEW DEMANDS FOR 
RELIEF FOR FARMER 
fion of 6 Northern and 6 
Southern States Urge Ac- 
tion by Congress. - 


St. Louis, Mo.—Renewed demand 
for congress to produce legislation for 
the relief of agriculture is contained 
in a declaration of principles an- 
nuunced by representatives of six 
southern end six northern states at a 
meeting here, 

The “farm surplus control” plan, 
which ig the basis of the new McNary- 
Haugen bill, was one of the measures. 

Chief of the steps advocated in the 
conference's declaration is the cre- 
ation of a federal farm board posses- 
sing power to deal with certain facts. 
if surpluses of basic farm products 
are found to be depressing the price 
below the cost of production, and pro- 
viding growers of the commodities af- 
fected are sufficiently organized on a 
co-operative basis, the board would 
have authority to order the co-opera- 
tives to take control of such surpluses. 
Producers would bear the cost of dis- 
tribution under such a plan. 

The price, the statement proceeds, 
would not be determined by either the 
Kovernor or governing board but the 
co-operative, like any other industry, 
would study all conditions and sell at’ 
values consistent with profit. 

In this regard, points of similarity 
are noted with respect to the McNary- 
Haugen und another proposal. One of 
the chief points of one measure sug- 
gests collection of an equalization fee 
from all producers involved at the proc- 
essing point, such as the mill, or’ gif 
in case of cotton. Under the McNary- 
Haugen house bill now pending, it Is 
provided that the government may an- 
tlcipate the collection of such “equall- 
zation fee” by borrowing from banks, 
the money to be returned when collec. 
uions are made. 

The conference urges members of 
the house and senate to “immediately 
consider” farm tegislation for presen- 
tution to the congressional session in 
December. Members of. both houses, 
who had worked and voted for agri- 
cultural legislation at the last session, 
were commended and pledged support. 
On the other hand opponents to farm 
ald through federal legislation were 
eriticized. ; 

One of the outstanding points in the 
declaration ig a demand for a per- 
manetit program for cotton. President 
Coolidge’s proposal for removal of 4,- 
040,000 bales from the market was con- 
demned as “only a temporary expe- 
dient.” Other important points in the 
statement Include the following: 

Need for removal of unfair or ex- 
vessive tariffs that “at present shelter 
price-fixing monopolies such as steel, 
aluminum and chemicals.” 

Plea for constructive aid of thought- 
ful men. 

Warning to labor that continued 
exodus of men from the farms may 
sooner or later result ia a demorallz- 
ing oversupply of iabor. 

Explanation that the cotton crisis 
was due to lack of facilities in han- 
dling the surplus portion of the crop, 

A promise to consumers that crop 
price stabilization would ultimately 
mean a saving to them because of con- 
traction. in the. spread of prices 
brought about by the co-operatives.

— Representative Ham- 
fiton Fish, Jr. (Rep., N. ¥.), has an- 
nounced ‘his’ intention to demand a |} 
congressional investigation into a re- 
ported scandal] in the ‘disposition of 
desirable tickets to the Army-Navy 
football game tn Chicago. 

Mr. Fish has not decided whether 
to seek the appolntment of a special 
committee or to lay his charges, in- 
definite as yet, before the house. mfli- 
tary affairs committee. His announce 
‘ment comes‘as a climax to the grum- 
bling of senators, congressmen, and 
others who have ‘been. complaining 
that Instead of their usual allotment 
of s{x tickets to the game only four 
were received this year. 

Mr. Fish declares he has informa- 
tlon that the secretaries of some sen- 
ators and congressmen have obtained 
tickets in the names of thelr em- 
ployers and turned them over to spec- 
ulators, who are reselling them at 
prices ranging from 825 to $50 aplece. 

The proposed investigation, accord- 
Ing to Representative Fish, should tn- 
clude current charges that Chicago 
politiclans cornered blocks of the 
-tirkets and sold them to scalpers, who 
{n turn have sent them to Washington 
and other eastern cities for sale at 
high prices,

RED GROSS FIRST 


AID SAFETY FACTOR 


{ts Industrial and Educational 
Service Spreads Throughout 
the United States. 


Signs that the United States is 
awake to the menace of its increasing 
accident toll are apparent in the grow- 
ing interest in first aid instruction as 
offered by experts of the American 
Red Cross. 

Approximately 20,000 funtore and 
seniors completed the First Ald coursa 
during the fiscal year, passed rigid 
examinations and received Red Cross 
First Ald certificates. This repre- 
sents an increase of 2.500 over the 
preceding year. and this gain is at- 
tributed to te cmphasis on health 
education Ly various public bodles in- 
cluding not alone the American Red 
Cross and Government agencies, but 
life and accident insurance companies, 


and athletic and recreational groups. ; 


In Dallas, Texas, playground guper- 
visora are required to hold First Aid 
certificates. In many high schools 
the subject fy included in the regular 
curriculum. In order to assist to 
training instructors for this phase of 
the work, special courses nave been 


: conducted in the sumer schools of 


such Jeading institutions as the Uni- 
versity: of Maryland and the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. Instruction was con- 
tinued during the year at Loyola Unt- 
versity, New Orleans; «niversity of 
California; San Francisco; University 
of Kentucky; Temple University, 
Philadelphia; Peabody Teachers’ Col- 
lege and similar educational centers. 

Work with the public utilittes group 
has shown an exceptional increase 
during the year. Classes conducted 
by fourteen of the assuciated Beli 
Telephone companies were continued 
with increased interest and a number 
of the companies sponsored Intensive 
courses in First Aid for instructors. 

The First Aid Iastruction Car‘of the 
Red Cross was busy througheut the 
year. In the 125 cities visited by the 
car 900 meetings were held with an 
aggregate attendance of 94,000 per- 
sons. 

Membership of the people in the 
American Red Cross makes such 
services possible. the annual opportu- 
nity of pledging support througk mem- 
bership being offered in the Roll Call 
from November 11 to 25 thia year.

the year have reached the recorc 
figure of $167,580,306, or $5,361,71' 
more construction than during th: 
same period of 1925, Detroit's record 
building year. The 10-month total fo) 
1925 was $152,218,596. Building ex 
perts predict that construction durin: 
the next two months will bring th 
yearly building total close to $190 
000,000 or nearly $10,000,000 in ex 
cess of the preceding year.

Four or five good ports and a3 many. 
bad ones; five towns and a smaii but 
up-to-date capital city, and a gener- 
ous pumber of military posts and out- 
posts, a few of which are in the real 
raw interlor; millions of acres of the 
finest. alluvial soi! fairly aching to 
show the farmer what big crops may 
be grown; waterways like the Zam- 
and plenty of 
smaller ones to allow cheap handing 
of products; no‘deserts, no salt sinks, 
no large swamps, no mountainous 
wastes, no impenetrable jungles; out 
of ‘some twenty only one or two tribes 
that object seriously to paying taxes 
to the government, now that they real- 
ize that the tax collector is a vital 
organ of the white tribe,. which. ob- 
jects to any one tribe exterminating 
another in the good oid .way; for, 
wicked as a bush policeman. tries to 
be, he must needs fall short of the un- 
restrained chief's “Induna.” 

The early history of this strange 
section of Bast Africa should not be, 
even if it could be,.written. We know 
the old-time black was as bad as a 
barbarian can be, and the endless 
tale of persistent, widespread, and 
continuous butchery would not be 
good to read. 

Yet the ethnologist may well iisten 
to the half legend, half true storles of 
the clans, tribes, and races that have 
been lost forever. No. pottery, n0 
carvings, so ruins, will remain after 
a few more years; only language 
traces (for the slayers sometimes 
spared a few of the comeliest maid- 
ens) and father-to-son oral history. 
To ride over the site of a native vil- 
luge which probably held a thousand 
huts less than thirty years ago, to 
note the bits of charcoal, pleces of 
clay bowls, bones, and the few omi- 
nous breaks in the heavy ten-foot 
stockade fence made of hardwood 
logs set upright close together, forci- 
bly reminds one of the wretched peo- 
ple, tired of fighting, who sought to 
gain respite by erecting a barrier that 
no foe could burn or climb over, only 
to perish some hot, red day amid the 
frightful “ooogh-sh:” cries of the en- 


/ emy as their dripping assegals were 


thrust through and through the dying 


, and dead. 


Salt Lakes Saved the Kafirs. 

The Zuius have had for centuries 
a superstitious fear of salt water, and 
so, when Chaka, Dingaan, and thelr 
brother fiends had_ devastated practi- 
; cally ali the country between Zuzu- 
; land and Inhambane, wiping out 
kraals and even. whole tribes by 
scores, they came to a jong chain of 
lakes (the lower Inharrime) paraliel 
with the coast, and there they 
stopped, thus saving one: tribe of true, 
pure-biood -Kafirs who had fled over 
onto the dunes and low, bushy hills 
between the “rosary” of brackish la- 
goons and the Indian ocean. This 
tribe, the M’chopis, is the purest, if 


. not the only unmixed Kafir tribe now 


in existence. 

Most interesting are the batuque or 
“balls” of this tribe. Sometimes as 
many: 4s 8,000 fine specimens, mostly 


adults participate. To describe the 


death chants, the thrilling war.eongs, 
the “expression” dances of both wom- 
en ahd- men, and rites and divination 
ceremonies of the witch doctors would 
require mych space. Many of these 
things cannot be seen by strange 
white men unless in company with the 
commandante: 

At Inharrime, near Inhambane, the 


traveler. may sometimes see grand 


batuques take place with Landims, 
M’chopis, and Bitongas. For such a 
dance 200 native ‘ipianor” keep up an 
incessant din for 86 hours. The 
“tunes” vary with the tribes. The 
Portuguese national air is executed 
fairly well by some of the bands, who 
have picked. it up from obscure 
sources, 

Each key of a marimba has sus- 
pended loosely beneath it a hollow 
gourd asa resonator. All but the small- 
est of these resonators. have one or 
two apertures covered with the 
stretched. membrane from a bats

wing. .The membrane Itself is pro- 
tected by. an artificial rim of wax, and 
this membrane’ continues. to vibrate. 
for several seconds after all sound 
from the key and resonator has disap- 
peared, All the notes from whatever 
style. of marimba are In the talnar 
scale. 
Dancers Feign Death. 

The warriors in the dance, who 
number 300-or more, constantly drop 
in their tracks: and pretend tu be 
amitten with death. The witch doc. 
tor then passes around, sprinkling 
them wtth medicine, whereupon al! 
&radually,resume their places and the 
dance continues. This dancé is said 
to be ag old as the tribe, which is 
probably the oldest Kafir tribe in East 
Africa. Their language is quite dis- 
tinguished from that of any neighbor- 
ing Kafir tribe, and many of thelr 
customs are.aiso pecullar. About 25,- 
000 individuals are now in existence. 
They have the best “shambas” and 
take the most interest in agriculture 
of any. known native tribe in Kast 
Africa. : 

The young girls’ dance of the 
M'chopi tribe requires several years’ 
practice before the difficult puses and 
eontortions can be successfully per- 
formed, Ankle rattles are-worn by 
the girls.. These hollow ‘spheres are 
made of palm-lesf or. grass, if not 
young gourd fruits, and are partially 
filed with large seeds, pebbles, etc. 
The nofse of these ankle ratties is 
supposed to assist in keeping time in 
the dance. This is probably a Zulu 
custom, 

Mozanibique stili has big game. On 
the Zambesi and many other streams 
the traveler encounters herds of hip- 
pos. Since the natives are not sup- 
posed to bave guns of any sort, aud 
since relatively few devastating tour: 
ists hunt them, these uncouth mon- 
sters may endure a few years longer. 
There are usually to be seen one or 
two pairs in the Inkomati river, some 


three hours from Lourenco Marques, : 


the capital. Feet a foot across and 
a body as wide as a wagon—no won- 
der the poor native sits up nights be- 
side his cornfield when he hears the 
ominous “woo-uff” of an old tramp 
bull in the neighborhood. 

Lions still take their toll of human 
life In some sections, even attacking 
native kraals and carrying off chil: 
dren and adults. it ts quite impos- 
sible to hunt these man-eaters on ac- 
count of the tall, rank grass (four 


to six feet high), and, since they soon | 


learn that two or three cuffs will 
make a big hole in the side of an 
ordinary hut, the poor uative musi 
roost high or die. 

Rich Farming Land. 

In the Zambezia district there has 
been spent a large amount of money 
in agricultural experiments, 
though the results afte not encour. 
aging thus far, it is no fault of the 
land. It would be hard to find solly 
quite so rich, apparently, in either 
temperate or tropical America as are 
to be found tu the Zambesi, Limpopo, 
and Inkomati alluvial plains. 
colonization laws are pronounced ex- 
cellent, even by English colonials. 
They are automatic—fust to the gov: 
ernment, to the colonist, and to the 
natives. And it seems to be agreed. 
by men who know, that In few other 
places in Africa is the native question 
so well. managed as in Mozambique. 
But it is a very big and deep and 
difficult question. ~ 

There has been a marked sconoihic 
change ib Mozambique during the 
past generation. Instead of - paying 
for a wife with cattle, ag formerly, 
before the terrible ravages of rinder- 
pest and “Hast Coast” fever, sterling 
gold, £10 to £25, must now be cashed 
down to the father before the union 
is legal or the bride enters the new 
hut. Many of the young men frow 
Gazaland and Inhambane have, there 
fore, goue on contract for a year or 
more to British South Africa in or- 
der to obtain ready. money to pay 
their hut taxes and to Invest in one 
or perhaps two wives. The gold and 
diamond mines of the Rand attract 
most of those laborers. Unfortunate 
dy they return from ‘reir brief con- 
tacts with civilization bringing dis- 
ease, discontent, and bad morals as 
well ss cash, 

With diseases which practically pre- 
ciude the breeding of all domestic an- 
imals but the pig, it is no wonder that 
the rich lands of Mozambique are so 
very: little cultivated.
